The  Breakwater  at  Srltnate. 

The  contract  has  now  been  made 
for  the  stone  and  labor  necessary  for 
the  completion  of  the  first  breakwater 
at  Scituate  harbor,  which  b  intended 
to  be  finished  during  the  present  sea- 
son, by  virtue  of  the  appropriation 
made  at  the  last  session  of  Coogress. 
To  carry  out  the  entire  plan  for  the 
improvement  of  the  harbor  larger  ap- 
propriations and  the  labor  of  several 
years  will  be  required.  Should  Con- 
gress grant  adequate  means,  as  needed, 
•  few  years  only  will  be  necessary,  in 
order  to  make  this  proposed  harbor  of 
refuge  one  of  the  most  useful  as  it  is 
one  of  the  most  essentia].,  in  the  sir- 
ing of  life  and  property  upon  the 
whole  coast  of  the  tTniied  States.  An 
exceedingly  interesting  article  upon 
Plymouth,  England,  appears  in  the  Il- 
lustrated London  News  of  August  19 
ull.,  which  says: — 

The  breakwater  directly  fronting  the 
town  of  riymoulh  is  three  thousand 
(eel  !ong  111  the  centre,  with  an  arm 
one  thousand  feet  long  at  each  end.  1 1 
is  built  of  huge  limestone  blocks,  the 
upper  part  being  faced  and  paved  with 
granite,  and  has  a  lighthouse  at  the 
west  end  and  an  iron-dad  fort  in  the 
centre.  The  construction  of  this 
grand  bulwark  against  the  sea  was 
begun  in  |S«I  and  finished  in  1841, 
and  is  a  work  scarcely  less  creditable 
than  those  of  Portland.  iJovcr  and 
Holyhead,  performed  with  the  supen 
or  cngincerin,;  appliances  of  a  later 

The  work  now  in  progress  at  Scitu- 
ate b  of  much  less  extensive  charac- 
ter and  of  far  inferior  cost.  The  object 
at  Plymouth,  England,  b  to  break  the 
force  of  the  sea  near  the  entrance  to 
11*  spacious  harbor.  That  at  Scituate 
is  to  deepen  the  harbor  .vid  the  ap 
proach  10  It,  so  that  vessels  of  moder- 
ate tonnage  can  find  safety  there  in  a 
storm,  where  now  there  is  no  suitable 
place  nl  refuge  for  men,  on  an  ex 
tremely  dangerous  co\»l  of  fifty  miles 
l-etween  lloston  and  C  ape  Cod.  There 
arc  10  l>e  two  brtaku  iters,  one  aoo  ft. 
fOng,  the  other  730,  to  carbide  the 
silt  after  the  haib>r  i>  excavated. — 
finUm  .tJUrtutr.

The  islauds  are  illuaii- 
uatedby  night  und  the  gay  Utile  yachts, 
with  pciinoua  und  lights,  are  (lining 
about  with  ladies  exchanging  calls.  Lit- 
tle imngiunlion  was  uecded  to  believe 
wc  were  In  the  city  of  gondolas  by  the 
Adriatic.  Bonis  luxuriously  fitted  up 
are  always  rendy  for  the  summer  visit- 
or aod  the  boulmcu  are  food  ol  telling 
hits  of  history  und  legend  which  give 
the  charm  of  romance  to  every  mile  ol 
The  Devil's  Oven  is  n  cu- 
bical block  of  granite  worn  smooth  by 
the  water  aod  crested  with  shrubs.  Iu 
liar  opcoing  like  a 
baker's  oveu,  iuio  which  our  boat  wout 
lor  twenty  feet.  The  boatmen  told  us 
Hritisli  soldier,  unjustly  pun- 
ished lor  military  offence,  who  deserted 
nud  thcu  uuuoycd  tho  garrisou  by  his 
depredations.

Hut  when  he  set  hiuiscll  to  his 
task,  as  ho  did  those  October  days,  18-
